BY APPOINTING HON. JUDSON CLEMENTS 


Mr. Clements Says He Will Go to 
Work at Once. 


HE IS AT PRESENT IN LOUISVILLE, 


Where HeIs Called Upon by a Constitu- 
tion Representative and Interviewed. 
His Friends Roejoicing. 


Washington, March 9.—(Special.)—In- 
terstate Comgnerce Commissioner Jud- 
son C. Clements, of Georgia, it is. 

The nomination of Mr. Clements as the 
suecessor of W. L. Bragg, dereased, was 
sent to the senate today. Thus the pre- 
diction made in these dispatches a month 
ago is verified. Once before the presi- 
dent had decided to appoint Mr. Clem- 
ents. Tie was about to send the nomi- 
nation to the senate when a protest came 
from some of the leading republicans in 
Georgian, who were advocating another 
Georgia aspirant. The two senators also 
urcved Colonel Tom Glenn, of Atlanta. 
But for all this Mr. Clements would have 
been appointed a month ago. Since that 
time the president has made inquiries 
about Mr. Clements and came to the con-

Clusion that no better man could be found 
in the country to fill this high office. It

city. as Mr. Clements married Miss Lizzie 
Dulaney, daughter of Mr. W. H. -Du- 
laney. For the past week Mr. Clements 
has been visiting the Dulancys, where he 
Was secn today by a correspondent for 
The Consiticition, He had but a few mo- 
ments before heard the news, and his 
face bore a pleased expression. He was 
asked if he would aceept the appointment 
apl sail an answer to that question 
might be a little premature, since he had 
received no official notification of his se- 
lection. Ife would say, however, that bis 
friends, who had been working for hin, 
had understood from him that he would 
take the post if he should be chosen. He 
hoped the news was true. 

As to his expectations, they had been 
solely based on the influence of the 
friends who had been working for him. 
He had never had any expression from 
Mr. Harrison about the matter, and, 
therefore, never knew exactly how he 
stood, He knew Mr. Harrison quite well 
having first made his acquaintance when 
the president was a senator. He had 
first been put forward for the position in 
the latter part of August, and he had vis- 
ited Washington last September to look 
after his chances. If the report of tife ap- 
pointment was true he would probably 
assume the duties of the commissionership 
at once, as that was the rule in taking un- 
expired terms. 

Mr. Clements will leave with his wife 
and child for his home in Rome, Ga., to- 
morrow. He arrived in Louisville last 
Thursday. Mr. Clements has been very 
busy, and is still engaged in securing 
titles to a large tract of land near Chatta- 
nooga, ‘'enn., for the establishment of 
the Chickamauga and Chattanooga Na- 
tional Military park. He was selected 
for this duty by the secretary of war, on 
Mr. Ifarrison’'s recommendation, about a 
year ago. The work of condemning the 
fand will not be completed for over a 
month vet, 

To Cpen the Chattahoochee. 
Colonel Moses went before the river 
and harbor committee this morning in the 
interest of an appropriation to open up 
the Chattahoochee river to navigation be- 
tween West Point and ~ Franklin, in 
Heard county. Mr. Comstock, the chief 
of engineers, had made a report to the 
Cominittee against any appropriation for 
this purpose. Colonel Moses had to con- 
tend against this, but he made a splendid 
argument, declaring that the people along 
the river had themselves spent $20,000 on 
this work aud that copgress should rec- 
Ognize this and at least appropriate an 
amount equal to that which the people 
dad Spent. Colonel Moses told of the im- 


portance of this work to that section of 
Georgia and made such an effective argu- 
ment that the committee unanimously 
agreed to make an appropriation in the 
bill for this project. What it will be, 
however, is not known, but something 
like fifteen or twenty thousand dollars. 
In view of the fact that efforts have 
been made to get an appropriation for 
this project for eight years past, the sue- 
cess Of Colonel Moses is encouraging. Al- 
though a young man, Colonel Moses is 
sustaining himself admirably and de- 
serves credit.

On account of the illness of 
Mr. Springer, the debate was opened by 
Mr. McMillin, who delivered a very 
strong speech. The debate upon the re- 
publican side was opened by Mr. Ding- 
ley, of Maine. These two speeches con- 
sunied the entire day. The next two 
weeks in the house will be devoted al- 
most exclusively to  speeclmaking. 
Nearly two hundred members have al- 
ready spoken Yor the éIme to make 
speeches, and perhaps there will be night 
sessions. Mr. Springer hopes to be able 
to make the closing speech. He is im- 
proving, but his physician says it will be 
at least a month before Le can resume his 
duties.

Washington, March 9.—Invitations still con- 
tinue to pourin upon Senator Hill to visit 
southern cities and address southern audiences 
on the occasion of his coming tour through the 
south. The senator’s friends say that sufii- 
cient invitations have already been received 
to consume more than.a week’s time, in case 
they should all have been accepted. 

Representative Picrcegof Tennessee, has 
called upon him, in behalfof the Hill Club of 

fumbolt, Tenn., and presented him with the 
resolutions and invitations to visit thft city 
during his trip south, The club guarantees 
him an audience 10,000 people on twa day’s 
notice, in case he finds it possible to accept 
the invitation. The following telegram was 
reccived today from Jacksonville, Fia.: 
‘The Jackson Club, of Jacksonville, Fla., in reg- 
uiar meeting tonight, passed resolutions unani- 
isiy as followe: 
‘esotved by the Jackson Club, That Hon. 
i, Will be respectiully invited and earn- 
estly requested to visit this city asa guest of the 
Jackson Ciub and deliveran address upon the 
political issues of the day atatime tobe named 
by hiro. 

Kiesolved, also, That upon the acceptance of this 
invitation the executive committee of this club 
issue & large number of representative democrats 
from other sections of the south invitations to be 
present on the occasion of the address. 

This evening Senator Hill tinally decided 
that it would be impossible for him to atte:npt 
to visit all the cities and states from which in- 
vitations have been tecelved, and announced 
his programine as follows: 

“I will leave here Sunday night via the 
Norfolk and Western and East Tennessee 
railroads and _ proceed direct to Jackson, 
Miss., where I have accepted an invitation 
to address the Mississippi legislature on next 
Tuesday, the 15th. On my return I shall stop 
off a short time, on the 16th, at Birmingham, 
Ala., which is on theroute. I shall not be 
able to go to Savannah, Ga., and shall be like- 
wise compelled to decline all other invitations 
I have received. I regret this very much, but 
it would have taken too much time to have 
accepted them all, and I did not like to dis- 
criminate. SoT[ have decided not to depart 
from the direct route from here to Jackson 
and return.” 


SAVANNAH’S HILL CLUB. 


Hundreds of Names Sent In for Member- 
ship. 

Savannah, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—At 
the meeting of the executive committee of 
the David B. Hiil club, tonight, 229 new 
names were presented for consideration 
for admission as members. All were 
properly vouched for as good democrats, 
aud all were admitted to ‘membership. 
The club’s strength now passes five hun- 
dred, and is rapidly growing. It is hardly 
a fortnight old, and includes in its ranks 
the best democrats of the city. 

The executive committee decided to secure 
brass bands, and, if proper arrangements 
cun be made, have the club give the sena- 
tor a rousing reception on his arrival here 
on next Thursday.

The Preamble to the Arbitration Treaty 
ent to the Senate, 


WHAT ARE QUR FISHING RIGHTS? 


Questions to Be Considered by tho 


Arbitrators. 


THE PROVISIONS OF THE ARTICLES. 


The Board to Consist of Distinguished 
Jurists, and Its Findings to Be Rati- 
fied by Countries lnterested. 


Washington, March 9.—The preamble to 
the arbitration treaty submitted to the senate 
by the president yesterday, recites the desire 
of the guvernments of the United States and 
Great Britain for an amicab'e settlement of 
questions arising between them concerning 
the jurisdictional rights of the United States 
in Behring sea, and also concerning the pre- 
servation of fursealin the sea, and the rights 
of the citizens or subjects of either country as 
regards the taking of seals in these waters 
Therefore they have resolved to submit the 
questions to arbitration and pienipotentiaries. 
Secretary Blsirie and Sir Julian Pauncefote 
have agreed to the treaty, 

The first article of the document recites that 
the questions mentioned in the preamble shall 
be submitted to a tribunal of arbitration, to 
be coinposed of seven arbitrators, two to be 
named by the president of the United States, 
two by her Britanic majesty. The president 
of the French republic is requested to name 
one, the king of Italy to name one, and the 
king of Sweden and Norway to name ono. 

The seven arbitrators are to be jurists of 
distinguished reputation in their respective 
countries. In the évent of the failure of tho 
threo last named persons to designate arbitra- 
tors within two months after request, then the 
vacancy is to be filled in such a manner as the 
high contracting parties shall agree. 

Articje 2 provides that the arbitrators 
shall meet in Paris within twenty days after 
the delivery of the counter-case mentioned in 
article 4, all questions, including the final de- 
cision, to be determined by a majority of the 
arbitrators. Lach of the contracting parties 
is alsoto name one person to attend tho tri- 
bunal as its agent. 

Article 3 provides that the printed case 
of the two pariies and all evidence shall 
delivered in duplicate to each of the arbi- 
trators and agents within three months of the 
date ofeachange of the ratification. of this 
treaty. 

Article 4 provides that within three months 
following, each party may likewise deliver a 
counter-case and additional evidence in reply 
tothe other party. An additional allowance 
of sixty days’ time may be granted upon appli- 
cation. 

Article 5 requires agents, within one month 
after the delivery of couuter-cases, to deliver 
printed arguments to the arbitrators, and 
either party may support the same by oral 
argument by counsel. 

Article 6 names five parts which shall 
be submitted to the arbitrators, 
in order that the award shall 
embrace the decision upon each of the points. 
These points are as follows: 

1. What exclusive jurisdiction in the sea 
known as Behring sea, and what exclusive 
rights in the seal fisheries therein did Russia 
assert and exercise prior and up to the timo of 
the cession of Alaska to the United States? 

2. iow far wore these claims of jurisdiction 
as to seal fisheries recognized and conceded by 
Great Britain? 

3. Was the body of water now known as 
Beliring seaincluded in the phrase, "Pacific 
ocean,’’ as used in the treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia, and what rights, if 
any, in Behring sea were held and exclusively 
exercised by Russia after said treaty ? 

4. Did not all the rights of Russia, as to 
jurisdiction and as to seal fisheries in Behring 
sea east of the water boundary, 
in the treaty between the United States and 
Russia of the 30th of March, 1867, pass un- 
impaired to the United States under that 
treaty ? 

5. Has the United States any right, and if 
so, What right of protection or property in fur 
seais frequenting islands of the United States 
in the Behring sea, when such sea!s are found 
outside the ordinary three mile limit. 

Article 7 provides that if the determination 
of these questions shall leave the subject in 
such a position that the concurrence of Great 
Britain is necessary to the establishment of 
regulations for the protection of the sea, the 
arbitrators suall determine what concurrent 
reguiations are necessary, and over what 
waters they shall extend, on which point they 
may consiger the report of the joint commis- 
sion. Hoth parties agree to co-operate to 
secure the adhesion of other powers to such 
regulations. 

Article 8 recitgs that the parties have 
been unabie to agree upon the reference of tle 
question of liability for injuries sustained in 
connection with the claims presented, and 
agree that in order not to delay arbitration 
they may hereafter submit to the arbitrators 
any question of fact involved in such claims 
and ask for findings thereon, the question of 
liability to be the subject of further negotia- 
tion. 

Article 9 recites the agreement by parties 
to appoint two commissioners (who have al- 
reany completed their work) to make the in- 
vestigation contemplated in article 7, and 
includes the terms of the agreement on that 
point. From this agreement it appears that 
the reports of these commissioners are not to 
be made public until they shall be submitted 
to the arbitrators. 

Article 10 provides that each government 
shall bear the expenses of its commissioners. 

Article 11 stipulates that the decision of the 
tribunal shall, if possible, be made within 
three months from the close of arguments on 
both sides. 

Article 12 provides thateach government 
shall pay its own agent and the expenses of 
counsel and arbitrators appointed by it, the 
expenses to be divided equally between them. 

Article 13 requires the arbitrators to keep a 
record of their proceedings, and employ the 
necessary officers. 

Article 14 binds the high contracting parties 
to consider the proceedings of the tribunal as 
afull, perfect and final settlement of all 
questions referred. 

Article 15 and last, provides for the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty by the president (by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate) and 
the queen and exchange.

Raleigh, N. C,, March 9.—(Special.)—By the 
explosion of the boiler at L. D. Stephenson's 
rrist mill, eight miles south of here today, 
uis fifteen-year-old son, John, the fireman, 
was blown 100 yards through tree tops and 
instantly killed, every bone in his body being 
broken. His clothing was stripped off and left 
on the tree tops. The boiler was blown 
forty feet and the engine forty feet. Parts 
of the machinery were blown through the 
millhouse. A large tree between the boiler 
and the mill alone prevented a worse disaster, 
by causing a deflection of the boiler, as a 
number of people were in the mill.

The Central's Permanent Receiver Should 
Be a Thorough Raulroader. 


OFINIONS CF TRAFFIC MANAGERS, 


The Augusta and Savannah Has a 


Demand to Ma’ e. 


AND WANTS TQ TAKE NO CHANCES. 


General Aicxander Has Instituted aChange 
in the Method of Keeping the 
Company’s Accounts, 


General BE. Porter Alexander, president 
and temporary receiver of the Central 
reilroad, was in Atlanta yesterday. He 
had conferences with his appointees, the 
general officers in the operating and traffic 
departments of the Richmond and Dan- 
Ville, as to the management of the Central 
during his reccivership. His officers are: 
W. HL. Green, general manager; Sol Haas, 
traffic manager; J. W. Hall, treaeurer; M. 
C. Figg, auditor; V. E. McBee, general 
superintendent; G@. M. Serrel, manager 
steamship dine; A. T. Raub, treasurer 
stentmship line. 

Captain McBee was also in the city, and 
he took the reecciver back to Savannah last 
night in his private car. 

The receiver was too busy to talk much 
on the situation. There is not much news 
in it, he stated. He could not tell whether 
the receivership would be made permanent. 
Nobody can tell that, yet. The only change 
in the road that has resulted from the re- 
ceivership is the attention that is given to 
the revenues. The accounts are so kept 
that, in the event a permanent receiver is 
appointed,there will be no trouble in telling 
the Richmond and Danville’s share. 

General Alexander spent yesterday in At- 
lanta on business of the Central. 

The general being asked whether he 
thought it likely that the Danville company 
would surrender its lease of the Central 
without opposition to the application of Mrs. 
Clark to have it abrogated, answered that 
he thought it very improbable that that 
course would be taken by those interested in 
the property. 

“The question in a nutshell is this,” said 
he. “The whole cost of the lease to the Dan- 
ville is the 7 per cent dividend to be paid the 
minority stockholders—less than $200,000 
per annum. All the other charges are tixed 
charges, which are the same, lease or no 
lease. Now are all the economies and ad- 
vantages possible under unity of manage- 
ment worth £250,000 per annum? I think all 
competeut judges will pronounce them 
worth at least a half million per annum. 
Next the lessee company will not only have 
the advantage of this saving, whatever it 
may be, but has all the prospects of future 
profit from the growth and development of 
the country for a hundred years, in which 
time the population of this country — will 
more than equal the present population of 
Europe, and the Danville lines, the oldest 
and best in the south, with the best termi- 
nals and serving nearly every important 
city and town, will certainly get her full 
share of the benefits.” 

Capiain McBee stated that the Central 
is running just the same as before Mrs. 
Clarke’s bill was filed. It has not caused 
a schedule to be missed. The superintend- 
ent said that he bad not heard of any one 
interested in the bill ordering a train to 
wait until he could finish a dinner. 

Mr. H. W. Comer, an ex-director of the 
Central. was also in Atlanta yesterday. 
He condemns the movement for a receiver, 
thinkize it an unwise move, certainly at 
this time. Mr. Comer has been mentioned 
himself for the permanent reccivership in 
case one is appointed. But his first choice 
is Captain W. G. Raoul, the Central's ex- 
president. Mr. Comer is not sure thit 
Captain Raoul would accept, for he has 
a good paying position as president of the 
Mexican National, and is interested in the 
development of that line. The directors of 
that company have strong faith in Captain 
trout, and he is attached to them, and bis 
position, When he went in he stated that 
the National could be made to do so much 
the first year, so much more the next year, 
another amount the third year, and he bas 
accomplished more than he had hoped to. 
Mr. Comer thinks it very unlikely that 
Captain RKaoul would accept. 

It is pretty well conceded that General 
Alexander will not be appointed perma- 
nent receiver, because he is the repre- 
sentative of the Terminal. 

“Colonel W. W. Gordon, who has also 
been mentioned for permanent receiver, 
is a cotton merchant of Savannah, and is a 
fine business man, but if he was appointed 
he would bkave to select some fine practr 
cal railroad man to place over the gen- 
eral manager and tratfiic manager,” said 
a stockholder. “While he is a splendid 
business man he does not profess to be a 
practical railroad man, and in picking out 
a permanent receiver, if he goes that far, 
Judge Speer will, of course, weigh well the 
qualifications of every one suggested, and 
he will select the man who, in his judg- 
ment, comes nearest filling the bill.” 

Mavor McDonough, of Savannah, stated 
{hat he does not believe the ultimate fate of 
the Central, whatever it may be, will affect 
bis city from a commercial point of view. 

Ssrannah will get as much traffie under a 
receiver as it would without one. There 
may be some difference in the price of the 
stock. Just now the stockholders are dazed. 
lhey seem to be waiting for some develop- 
mepts. 

“Tf Brice and Thomas are not back of this 
movement they certainly have cause to com- 
plcin of the circumstances surrounding it, 
esid a lawyer. ‘So many suspicious-ooking 
things surround the filing of Mrs, Clarke's 
hill that they would make out a case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence before a jury. There 
gems to be some mysterious figure moving 
ir the background and those who are inter- 

s.oer have about put their 
fingers on him and understand.” 

~overal cof the visiting railroad men were 
discussing the Central's future in the 
Kimball lobby after supper last night. One 
of them declared that the Central could 
take eare of itself as an independant road. 
“It is just as able to compete for.business 
as the Danville. and if it were to make a 
c.ose traffig arrangement with the Louisville 
and Nashville, neither the Richmond and 
Danville nor the East Tennessee, nor: both 
iogether, would get the better of it. 

“Everrthing depends on the permanent re- 
eciver, if one is named. He ought to be a 
practical railroad man, and a crack one at 
that. The Central would need a man who 
has a thorough understanding of the railroad 
situation in the south. A receiver who has 
not a practical knowledge of railroad 
management would be a disaster to the Cen- 
tral as an independent system. It is a big 
system of itself and a property of magnifi- 
cent possibilities. The railroad map is 
changing all the time and it takes a quick, 


jar-sceing man to formulate the policy of a 
big system. Whoever Judge Speer selects 
should be a ~ractical railroad man above all 
things.” 


RECEIVER PLANT TAKES CHARGES

The Augusta and Savannah Has a Demand 
to Make of the Central. 

Savannah, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)—A 
special meeting of the directors of the Anu- 
gusta and Savannah railroad was held yes- 
terday to discuss the situation in Central 
affairs and take steps to protect the inter- 
ests of the Augusta and Savannah stock- 
holders in case of an appointment of a per- 
manent receiver by the court. Frank H. 
Miller, of Augusta, was appointed attorney 
to represent the interests of the Augusta 
stockholders. Mr. Miller says that it is 
their purpose to have the dividends upon 
their stock declared fixed charges of the 
Central railroad in case of a permanent re- 
ceiver.

SHOT BY A MOB, 


Three Negroes Put to Death in Ten- 
nessee 


ON ACCOUNT OF SATURDAYS ROW. 


A Party of Disguised Men Appear 
at the Jail Doors, 


AND BY 


Succeodin Entering the Jail and Taking 
the Negroes for Whom They Were 
Looking—The Lynching. 


DECEIVING THE OFFICIALS 


Memphis, Tenn., March 9.—At 3 o'clock 
this morning a mob, quietly organized, 
broke into the Shelby county jail for the 
purpose of lynching the negroes con- 
cerned in Saturday night's trouble at 
“The Curve.” 

Three negroes were taken from jail 
at 3:15 o'clock and hurried off by the 
mob. There were twenty-seven in jail, 
charged with assault with intent to kill 
and for ambushing and shooting four 
deputies. There were seventy-five in the 
nmeob, all masked. They broke in the big 
doors, secured Calvin McDowell, Tom 
Moss and Will Stuart, the leaders of the 
negro gang. 

How the Mob Entered. 

The mob gained admission by the old 
trick of two men ringing the bell and an- 
swering the challenge by giving the name 
of a well-known officer, Hugh Williams, 
of White Haven, and saying they had @ 
prisoner for the jail. 

Watchman O’Donnel opened the outer 
door and the two men pushed in. When 
O'Donnel saw they were masked and at 
tempted to draw a pistol, they seized hig 
arms, and immediately others of the 
party came through the gate. O’Donnel 
was bound with a rope and two men left 
to watch him. Others made their way 
through the jail, and the men wanted 
were soon found. When they reached an 
open field near Wolf river, the gags were 
removed and for the first time they were 
allowed to speak. As the gags were re 
moved Moss said: 

“If you are going to kill us, turn oug 
faces to the west.” 

The words were scarcely out of his 
mouth when the firing began, and the 
negroes were shot to pieces. The mob 
turned about as soon as it had completed 
its work and at the first crossing sep- 
arated and disappeared as silently as 
they had assembled. 

The bodies of the dead negroes were 
brought to Walsh's undertaking estab- 
lishment about 7:30 o’cloek this morning. 
In leas than fifteen minutes the place was 
surrounded by about two hundred ne- 
groes. All were afraid to talk, however, 
on account of the near proximity of the 
whites, but on the edge of the crowd 
were heard many mutterings and curses. 
One negro aptly expressed the feelings of 
the majority of his race by saying: 

“If those niggers stand this we'’s done 
up, suah.”’ 

An inquest was held at 10 o'clock a. m. 
and the bodies were sent to their homes 
at “The Curve.” At 10:15 o’clock word 
reached the city that the negroes were 
assembling in large numbers at “The 
Curve.” Judge Dubose immediately 
equipped 150 men with Winchesters and 
they left for that locality. 
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MRS. OSBORNE’S SENTENCE. 


An Affecting Scene in Old Bailey Court in 
London. 

London, March 9.—Mrs. Florence Osborne, 
against whom the grand jury, a few days ago, 
returned a true bill for larceny and perjury, 
was arraigned for trial in the Old Bailey today. 
She pleaded guilty to the charges against her 
and was sentenced to nine months imprison- 
ment at hard labor, the labor to be just as the 
prison doctor should permit. This ends so far 
as the public is concerned, the case that has 
excited world-wide comment. 

A Viea for Mercy. 

While Sir Charles Russell, counsel for Mrs. 
Osborne, was addressing the court in an ap- 
peal for a initigation of sentence, Mrs. Har. 
greaves rose from her seat at the solicitor’s ta- 
ble and, speaking with great emotion, said: 

‘*My lord, as I and my husband are the chief 
sufferers—’”’ the judge interposed, saying: 

“T don’t think I can listen to you.”’ 

Mrs. Hargreaves, however, was not daunted 
by this rebuff. She persisted in finishing what 
she had to say, and continuing, said: 

“Even Iam going to plead for mercy for 
the accused. lam perfectly convinced that 
Mrs. Osborne was notin her right mind when 
she took the jewels. I beg of you to deal as 
leniently as possible with her. I have known 
and loved the prisoner ali her life.’’ 

An Affecting Scene, 

During|Mrs. Hargreaves’s remarks Mrs. Oz- 
borne showed the deepest emotion. She wept 
bitterly and her sobs were audible in every 
part of the courtroom. It was thought that 
she would faint, and the second female warder 
stepped quietly to her side to help support her 
should she fall. Everybody in court was 
much affected. Many of the women were 
crying, and the scene was most painful to ev- 
erybody.

Mr. Mueller remained at his store until 
a late hour last night with a muumber of 
his assistants, taking stock. 

He was very much surprised when a re 
porter made known the object of his visit. 
He laughed a hearty, good-natured laugh 
and said: ‘You reporters are a funny lot 
of fellows. How did vou know about the 
mortgage ?”” 

Speaking of the affairs of the Dresden, 
Mr. Mueller said: 

“T am not able to state ag yet how the busi- 
ness stands as to assets and liabilities. 1 
think my liabilities are about forty thousand 
dollars, and making a rough estimate I 
should say that the stock is worth about 
that much—probably more. We are taking 
stock now aud may be able to tell a little 
later, - 

“] attribute my present embarrassment to 
u dull fall trade. We made extensive 
preparations for a big fall trade, but it did 
not come. My creditors are mostly New 
York firms. I owe a few small debts here, 
which will all be paid,” 

Mr. Mueller said that there are no other 
mortgages on the goods on record.

NEW YORK’S CENSUS 


Shows 1,800,891 People, and Will Be Relia- 
bly Democratic froin Now On. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 
The Republic Bureau, Room 146, Times 
fullding, New York March 9, 1S92.—New 
York’s new census is completed, showing 
1,800,891 pepulation. It shows that the fed- 


eral census was either willfull or ignorantly. 


mismanaged, and that New Yerk has been 
deprived of her rightful representation in 
congress thereby. The state census does an- 
other thing that wlll be learned with satis- 
faction by democrats throughout the country. 
tt makes tho legislature of New York safe 
for all time to come. The present apportion- 
ment is a parody. For instance, the city of 
New York is entitled at the present time to 
twenty-four assemblymen. These assembly- 
men are elected by districts, the pop- 
viation of which present a grotesque 
contrast. hus the twenty-third assembly dis- 
trict, with 182,532 Inhabitants, contains nearly 
five times as many people as the first district 
with 930,969. people. In other words, about 
3.5 out of cvery 5 of the population of the 
twenty-third district have been practically 
disfranchized for years on account of the re- 
publican refusal to comply with the mandate 
of the constitution and reapportion the state. 

Under the census of 1875—the last taken— 
this city was granted one representative in 
the assembly for every’ 42,500 inhabitants, 
the population being 1,041,886. It is under- 
stood that the Tammarny leaders would like 
to have the legislature, which it is generally 
understood w'll meet in extra session and 
pass a reapportionment bill, give this city 
one repres?:atuitive in the lower house for each 
50,000 inhabitants. This would mean an in- 
crease in the number of assemblymen from 
this city to thirty-six as against twenty-four 
under the present apnoriionment of 1S75. 
Under such an apportionment Kings county 
and Brookly. would have about eighteen as- 
semblymen +nd the other large cities, inelud- 
ing (Queeias county, thirteen, estimated. The 
centers of population, in other words would 
elect sixty-seven of the 128 assemblymen per- 
mitted by the constitution. Each county, 
with one exception, is entitled under the con- 
stitution to at least one representative, and 
there are ftifty-seven counties exclusive of 
New York, Kgs and Queens. Some of them 
are reliably democratic, while the delegations 
from New York and Brooklyn would be al- 
most solidjy democratic and largely demo- 
cratic from interior cities like Albany, Roch- 
It will be seen, therefore, 
that by no hwok or crook will the republicans 


be able to carry the legislature in the future. '

Minister Had to Pass. 


MADE TO SING AT A PISTOL’S END. 


By Two Drunken Ruffians—The Affair 
Occurred on a Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Train. 


This is too bad. 

A dignified colored minister is forced to 
sing at a pistol’s muzzle. 

And the manipulator of the pistol was, 
had not relief come, going to have him dance 
a hornpipe—a ‘“‘preacher’s hornpipe’’—this, 
too, by force of arms. 

All this on a railroad train. 

A railroad train on which he had paid to 
ride, with people looking on and laughing, 
in this mighty state of Georgia—shocking! 

This story all came-out in the superior 
court yesterday. 

A damage suit, the trial of which occupied 
the entire day, told the story. he details 
of the affair as they came out in ceurt yes- 
terday are rich. 

The suit was that of Rev. J. A. 
against the Richmond and Danville railroad. 
He sues for $20,000 damages, most of 
which damare was sustained by Rey 
Carey's nerves. 

The cause of action as set forth in -his 
suit are about as follows: 

A. Carey is a colored preacher, very 
distinguished looking and dignified in bear- 
ing. He alleges that on May 30, 18SS9, he 
bought a ticket in Atlanta to Lula junction, 
and thence over the Northeastern branch of 
the Richmond aud Danville to Athens. 
It was in the discharge of 
his minisieria: duties that he was making 
the tri». 

He boarde] the train 
the “belle.” The conductor 
ticket, as any other passenger. 
‘Here he stops to remark that he is a 
quiet and peaceable citizen, a colored man, 
who recognizes his social position and tries 
to co mduet himself in a becoming manner. 

‘Taking up the thread of the story again, 
he alleges that at Norcross two large and 
boisterous men came Into the car in which 
he was riding. Each carried a pistol in 
his hand, which they were — brandishing 
recklessiv, and there was a “bad man from 
hitter creek” look about them which was 
caleulated to inspire terror. 

One of these modern types of Jesse 
James came up to where the preacher was 
sitting and: placed his pistol in a very famil- 
iar manner to the minister’s breast. 

The bad man began a conversation by 
saying that if the minister did not leave the 
ear in double quick time that he would 

take the liberty of killing him. 

The minister, very much frightened, pro- 
tested, aud begged the ruflians to spare his 
life, 

The bad men, still handling their _fire- 
arms very carelessly, told the minister that 
he must leave the car, or sing, pray or 
dance, 

A minister dance—never! 

But he could sing and he could pray. 

He sang. 

In trembling notes the frightened muinis- 


ter began: 

Oh, you must be a_ lover of the Lord, 

Or you can't get to heaven when yau die.

Whith a Lawyer Made from a Second- 
Story Window Yesterday. 


THOUGH BRUISED - AND BLEEDING, 


He Made His Escape--The Exciting Ex- 
perience of a Negro in a Jus- 
tice Court. 


— 


From a second-story window— 

Just to escape from the clutches of a 
bailiff. 

That was the leap made by a lawyer—a 
negro lawyer—yéesterday afternoon. 

It was an exciting experience—a lively 
escape. 

T. B. Buchanan is the name of the edu- 


cated -gem’n of color, and he’s a smart ‘ 


one. He came from Nashville, is about 
thirty years of age, and wears clothes that 
started large pangs of jealousy in the 
hearts of Atlanta’s colored dudes. 

Buchanan arrived in Atlanta a few days 
ago from Macon, where he had been for 
some time. Several years ago he was aid- 
mitted to the bar in Tennessee, and he 
practiced his profession tor a_ consider- 
able length of time, but he appeared in a 
different role before Justice Landrum yes- 
terday. Hle was there upon a charge of 
having received stolen goods, and a Mr. 
Wileox was his accuser. 

Buchanan took a seat near the judge's 
desk, and in a tew moments his sharp re- 
plies and actions opened the eyes of every- 
one, the judge included. The negro was 
laying for ume, and finally managed to 
coe the case set aside uutil late in the 
afternoon. 

That’s where he was smart,- for if it 
hadn’t been ffor that delay Buctanan 
would have slept in jail last night. 

He plead his own case and then waited 
for things to quiet down. About 5 o'clock 
he asked to be allowed to go into the hall 
for some water. 

He went, in the custody of Bailiff Rag- 
land, and, taking a dinner, stepped into 
a small partitioned-off place in the corner. 
The bailiff stood outside, pacing up and 
down like a sentinel, flourishing a heavy 
stick. In three minntes, Ragland went 
after his prisoner. The negro was gone. 
The place was empty, the dipper was on 
the floor and the .window open. Ragland 
looked out of the window, which had been 
broken open by knocking off a nail, and 
saw some one on.tbe floor gbove who had 
been trying to attract his attention. 

The man had seen the negro get away. 
Buchanan had jumped out of the window 
upon a ledge ten feet below, then had run 
along to the edge and leaped off. In 
jumping, he struck his head against a bar 
and was thrown viclently upon the ground, 
a further distance of over twenty feet. 

The ground below was covered with 
bricks and timber, and .the fall must have 
been a severe one. Buf*the negro gathered 
himself up and made for the alley near 
by and from there to Ivy street. 

Ragland was the most chagrined of mor- 
tals, and set out on a search for the 
‘lawyer,’ who had shown himself sharp 
in more ways than one. The bailiff failed 
to find him, however. 

Buchanan is.now wanted more than ever. 
Since his escape, it has been discovered 
that he has been concerned in a number 
of affairs for which the officers have been 
wanting him. 

It is thought that Buchanan was badly 
hurt by his fall.

oflice, giving the last reports which are Low 
being filed. 

It sounds very well to hear of a new road 
going into a receiver's hands, and one is not 
startled to observe reductions of lncome with 
some of the small branch roads. That is 
simply a matter of business—business ex- 
pected to tlictuate, like merchandising, or 
farming from year to year. 

But let it be told that railroads like the 
Central, the substantial Central of Georgia; 
aud the Georgia, the “‘old reliable’ Georgia, 
ure falling behind, and the whole railroad 
world may well open its eyes and aek 
“What's the matter?’ 

Think of it, there is not a railroad in Geor- 
gia of prominence that has done the same 
amount of business this season, according to 
the latest reports, as was done last season. 

The reports for January have been filed 
and they show the following amazing facts:

The Atlunta and West Point’s last report 
on file is for last October and the gross earn- 
ings were $63,356.44, compared to $54,- 
SOO for the corresponding month the year be- 
fore.

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia in November "OL earned $221,498.47 and 
for the same month one year before the 
earings were $226,303.37. 

But worst of all the Western and Atlantic 
shows up between gross earnings and net 
earnings. A clear loss of $81,320.69 is 
shown for the month of January, ’92, and a 
gain of $11.45 was all that was cleared the 

ne month a year before that.
